coal-oil lamps are coming 
back into popularity. Maybe 
you have an old one or 
would buy a new one, 
around two dollars. 

Fill the oil container with 
many colored small Christ¬ 
mas tree globes. The chim¬ 
ney should be filled with 
red globes. House lights 
shining through make It 


easily seen from the sti'eet, or 
you can put a little tree 
light, or bedroom night light 
behind it for an interesting 
effect. All the windows with 
this treatment is something 
to see. 

Various sizes glasses, 
filled with globes and then 
glued together, can do the 
same thing. Used the .same 
way in windows can bo glass 
canisters, fi.sh bowls, brandy 
glas.ses and so on. The effect 
is good — and radiates old 
fashioned Christmas wishes. 

W'indow scenes I think are 
much more effective tor 
those inside the house than 
the passer by.

BUT op COURSE, whether 
the Republican contingent 
in the Assembly can work 
out the maneuver or not is 
still to be seen. With a mi¬ 
nority in the Assembly two 
years ago, the Democrats 
were able to get or stop 
most of the legislation they 
wanted. 

The procedure would be 
for the state to use up every 
available reserve, and the 
■ reserves are lower now than 
they have been in many 
years as well as ear-marked 
for purposes other than the 
general fund, and go into 
deficit financing when the 
money runs out. 

Some financial experts 
have agreed that the state 
might be able to do this for 


one year without the proce¬ 
dure having serious effects 
on the state’s credit. 

Others, however, feei that 
deficit financing wouid re¬ 
sult in higher interest rates 
on the bond issues to be sold 
during the next two years, 
with resultant higher costs 
to the taxpayers, and also 
higher interest costs on vet¬ 
eran farm and home financ¬ 
ing. 

BUT ON the Democratic 
side of the fence, the talk 
is for new taxes during the 
1959 session of the Legisla¬ 
ture, to make up what con¬ 
ceivably could be a deficit 
of between 32.50 and $300 
million by the end of the 
19.59-60 fiscal year, if no ad¬ 
ditional levies are laid. 

Discussion of the cigarette 
tax, which has been going 
on for several years, is under 


way again, and some talk 
has been bruited about con¬ 
cerning a possible Increase 
in the state’s sales tax of 
three per cent. 

The Legislature has been 
warned, however, that an in¬ 
crease in the sales tax from 
three to four per cent would 
have adverse effects on the 
state’s economy, and it is 
held such a move would de¬ 
crease business. It was point¬ 
ed out there is only so much 
money in circulation, and if 
the state siphons off an¬ 
other $200 million, there will 
be that much less to spend 
for goods and services, with 
a resultant lowering of in¬ 
come, rather than a propor¬ 
tionate increase if the sales 
tax were raised.

Governor Claiison of Maine Affirms 
Support Of Chiropractic In T. V. 
Interview By Hy Gardner 

Reveals His Own Background As Doctor ol 
Chiropractic As He and Famous Columnist 
Discuss Merits ol Profession 


NEW YORK — Governor 
Clinton Clnuson of Maine 
may be the leiacier of one of 
America’s great states, but 
he is still faithful to his pro¬ 
fession of chiropractic. 

The Governor’s pride in 
his chosen work in the heal¬ 
ing arts was made clear re¬ 
cently in a television inter¬ 
view lield with the nation¬ 
ally syndicated columnist 
Ily fiardner, whose column 
and program, “Hy Gardner 
Calling,” have gained him 
coast-to-coast fame. 

Facts about Governor 
Clauson’s chiropractic back¬ 
ground came out in the 
course of his recent trip to 
New York to be guest speak¬ 
er at a chiropractic conclave 
clave. Gardner asked him if 
it wore true that until re¬ 
cently he had been a prac¬ 
ticing chiropractor and the 
governor revealed he had 
practiced in Waterville, 
Maine for a period of 15 
years before he was made 
State Collector of Internal 
Revenue. This prompted the 
columnist to observe that in 
both positions Clauson had 
obviously been able to 
“straighten out a lot of peo¬ 
ple.” 

Gov. and Family Resort 
to Chiropractic 

Gardner asked the Gover¬ 
nor the point blank ques¬ 
tion: "Do you and your fami¬ 
ly, when you have an ail¬ 
ment, go to a medical doc¬ 
tor or a chiropractor?” 

The Governor replied: “In 
all cases, I would say I al¬ 
ways go to a chiropractor 
because I believe in the pro¬ 
fession and I use it.” 

This honest declaration 
from the chief executive of¬ 
ficer of Maine is most im¬ 
portant. The old political 
adage reads: “As Maine 
goes, so goes the nation." 
And indeed. Governor Clau¬ 
son’s election may well be 
the .symbol of the acceptance 
and preferment of chiroprac¬ 
tic by the entire American 
public. The fact of the mat¬ 
ter is that the people of 
Maine chose a chiropractor 
to be their official loader. 
What greater tribute could 
there be to this profession 
than such a choice by a sov¬ 
ereign people? 

Some of Gardner’s ques¬ 
tions were equally .search¬ 
ing. Ho asked: ‘ Now from 
time to time we hear rum¬ 
bles that all a person has to 
do to become a chiropractor 
is to take a mail order 
course. Is there any truth to 
such an allegation?” 


Chiropractors Well Eqaippsd 
to Practice 

Governor Clauson: "Well 
that miglit have been true 
many, many years ago, and 
that was probably true of 
medical people. They could 
go in with a doctor and 
study to be a medical doc¬ 
tor; but now you have to go 
to college, and the same 
thing is true in the chiro¬ 
practic field. You’ve got to 
go to an accredited school, 
as a chiropractor. And I’m 
sure that our men and wom¬ 
en who have graduated 
from the chiropractic schools 
are honorable people and 
they are very definitely well 
equipped to go out and prac¬ 
tice their profession in the 
field.” 

Then Gardner asked: 
“Why is it that, in general, 
certain newspapers and 
magazines, every once in a 
while, take particular glee In 
taking a rap at chiroprac¬ 
tic?” 

The Governor: “I’m sure 
that if they studied the mat¬ 
ter and became familiar 
with it, that they’d be very 
enthusiastic supporters of it 
too.” 

M.D.S Admit Fine Work 
by Chiropractors 

Then came tlHs revealing 
and outstandingly honest 
declaration from the column¬ 
ist, who is known for never 
pulling his punches: “Ive 
got a number of friends who 
are doctors and surgeons, 
and at least in the privacy of 
their own apartments, they 
come right out, especially 
when I tell them that I’ve 
had .some fine work done by 
chiropractors, they sort of 
admit that there is room for 
the practice of chiropractic. 
And yet, publicly these very 
same friends will keep com¬ 
pletely mum. Why” 

The Governor replied: "I 
think that's due to the asso¬ 
ciation. They have an organ¬ 
ization that is very strong, 
but I feel very definitely 
that there are many, many 
medical men who have even 
studied the cour.se and be¬ 
come chiropractors—so they 
have explored the field and 
they know its worth.” 

Gardner: “Have you ever 
treated a doctor, a medical 
doctor?” Governor Clauson: 
"I have. And I’ve even had 
his family for patients, too.” 

.And after that forthright 
statement anyone who has 
experienced the benefit of 
chiropractic care can say, 
along with Hy Gardner and 
his television audience, 
"Thank you, Governor Clau¬ 
son.” —Adv.

LIMA BEAN AND MEAT 
BALL CASSEROLE 
(Serves 6) 

1 lO-oz, pkg. frozen lima 
beans 

2 or 3 slices of breeul 
1/4 cup milk 

IV 2 tsp. salt, pepper to 
taste 
1 egg 

1 clove garlic 
1 lb. ground beef 
4 tbs. butter 
V 2 cup water 
1 cup sour cream 
Cook lima beans as direct¬ 
ed on package until tender. 

While beans are cooking, 
soak slices of bread in a 
little bowl in milk. In an¬ 
other bowl mix one tsp. salt, 
pepper, egg and finely grat¬ 
ed or mashed garlic. After 
bread has soaked a few min¬ 
utes, squeeze out excess milk 
and mix broad, ground beef, 
and slightly beaten egg to¬ 
gether with spices. Pinch oft 
meat mixture and shape into 
little balls about the size of 
a walnut. Handle them as 
little as po.ssible. Fry in one 
tbs. butter until brown on all 
sides, and then arrange on 
the bottom of a medium cas¬ 
serole. Pour water into skil¬ 
let in which meat fried (if 
there is an excessive amount 
of fat, pour off part of it be¬ 
fore adding water). Stir wa¬ 
ter around and then pour 
over meat balls. (Season 
lima beans with salt, pepper 
and butter and add to meat 
in casserole. Bake in 30 min¬ 
utes in 350.degree F. oven. 

Remove and spoon sour 
cream over top and bake an 
additional 5 minutes. Sprin¬ 
kle paprika over top before 
serving. 

PORK CHOPS A LA LOOMIS 

Brown four or five pork 
chops in skillet with a garlic 
clove cut up around them. 

The chops should be slightly 
floured and seasoned to 
taste before frying. The ad¬ 
dition of paprika always 
gives a good color. 

Then mix 14 cup water, 14 
cup vinegar, and 2 tbs. 
brown sugar together and 
pour over chops. Add a bay 
leaf and put a tight lid on 
frying pan. Cook for about 
one hour, or longer if chops 
are particularly thick, over 
a low fire.
